diminutive, too contemptible, to deſerve the Attention 
of any judicious Pen. The molt ſuperficial, unfurniſhed 
Genius, is capable of replying, of protracting a Contro- 
verſy, in this Manner. Do theie Men we have arraigned, 
ſtand acquitted, before the Bar of impartial Reaſon? Are 
they acquitted by the Voice of Honor, by the Voice of 
Juſtice ? I will endeavour to lead theſe abſolving Prieſts, 
the whole Body of Conſtituents, to the Fountain of incon- 
trovertible Facts, very ſtubborn Arguments, indeed! 
where they may drink the Stream of Convittion. Does 
not the late Aileſiment, fabricated for extremely obvious 
Reaſons, contrary to the ſtanding Mode, in the very Bo- 
ſom of Secreſy, bear ſtrongeſt Marks of Partiality, Op- 
preſſion, Iniquity, from the Excluſion of not a few, WhO 
ought to have been ſaddled with their proper Part gi the 
public Burden ? Are not ſeveral of them actual Pariſhion- 
ers? Have not leveral of them, lately, contributed their 
Quota to defray the common Expence ? Do they not, all, 
poſſeſs Ability to do it? Would they not have been 
taxed, to a Man, had their Pulſe played in Mr. W-——'s 
Favor? Is not this demonſtrated, by the Aſſeſſors having 
adopted a Perſon, reſident, at a Diſtance, who took mo- 
mentary Poſleſſion of a Houle, by the criminal, ignomi- 
nious Hand of Violence ? Is it not demonſtrated, by their 
having offered to rate ſeveral, on Condition of promiſing 
to ſupport Mr. W —, whom, after a Declaration of 
their rebellious Intentions, they ſpurned? A faint Idea 


cheriſhed of the Storm of Conteſt, were not the Ofi—rs, 


though exempt from the Taſk, by their Profeſſion, or late 
JL. Services. 
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Setvices, inveſted with their Poſt, with the very View of 
puſhing Mr. W— into the Chair, by flying, if 
requiſite, to this extraordinary Mode of Taxation ? 
When the Perſons, not ſubjefted to the Aſſeſſment, ap- 
peared, to tender their Suffrages, were they not, in moſt 
arbitrary Manner, denied the Privilege, as diſregarded by 
the Parents of the Rate, the Votes of Lodgers, occaſional 
Viſitors, Cohabitants, an Act quite unprecedented ! ad- 
mitted as valid? Have not the Ma——es ſupported this 
Tax, with every Sinew on the Stretch, compelling Obe- 
dience to it, refuſing to liſten to the Appellants Voice, 
with an Air of inſolent Diſdain? Has, then, fay! ye 
E!eftors! has the Conduct of theſe cluſtered Tools been 
regulated by Principles of Honor, Principles of Equity ? 
Are theſe Ma es the Patrons, theſe the Bulwarks of 
Juſtice? No. They have plunged a Poinard in her 
Heart, then trampled her under Foot. Does not the 
Chain of Procedure ſpeak this whole Group, with loudeſt 
Voice, the Plunderers of the City, ſtamped with the Brand 
of indelible Infamy? Who, by the Authority they are 
veſted with, extort from the Inhabitants a more than juſt 
Contribution, are they a Jot leſs criminal, than the Vil- 
lain, ſeizing another's Property, with the Hand of Ra- 
pine? Is it not, in higheſt Degree, abhorrent to our very 
firſt, incorrupt Reflections, to ſuppoſe, our Right to give 
our Suffrages ſtands on the Foundation of Officers, of 
Ma es Pleaſure? Has it not been announced by a 
late Committee of the Senate, that all, unaſſeſſed, who 


enjoy the Capacny to anſwer Pariſh Demands, have a 


legal Claim to the Privilege of giving their Voice? And 
We 
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we truſt, that venerable Houſe will act fo impartial, fo 
upright a Part, as to break the Iron Rod of Oppreſſion, in 
the Hands of theſe contemptible Tyrants, and plant the 
ſmiling, the verdant, the flouriſhing Laurels of Conqueſt, 
on that amiable, worthy Brow, which, in Fact, is, and 
gught to be decreed, triumphant.
